Sueh a law was a discrimination against the 
poor man, and some of the men thus hired as substitutes were 
undesirable and an injury to any army. 


In the world war democratie sentiment had gone so far 
that all such favors were abolished, and the son of the rich 
man or the high official had to serve just like Tom, Dick or 
Harry. The result was to unify the people in support of the 
government, since the old charge that the rich and powerful 
were able to escape military service was avoided,

DR. BAKER SPEAKS 
ON MODERN FICTION— 


Women’s clubs are surely busy 
just now—regular meetings, rum- 


tions, 1 uncheons and_ splendid 
speakers at special meetings. Last 
Tuesday was a red letter day for 
local club women. Mrs. E. €¢. 
Harwood, chairman of the pro- 
gram committee, was instrument- 
al in securing Dr. Franklin Bark- 
er, of the Teachers’ College of 
the University of Columbia, who 
spoke on “The Tendencies of Mod- 
ern Fiction.”

Keith Anderson, 23 years old, 
employee of Moore’s grocery, On-

LAGK OF SNOW 
SUITS ONE MAN

While the lack of heavy 
snows on the slopes of Mount 
Baldy was throwing fear mto 
the hearts of Pomona Valley 
ranchers, C. E, Chapman, own- 
er and manager of Icehouse 
Canyon resort, claims that he 
has a legitimate right to be 
thankful that no heavy blan- 
kets of snow have covered the 
Baldy region for any long per- 
iod this year. 

Mr. Chapman weleomes the 
rains, but says that snow in 
the mountains coupled with 
foolhardy hikers, causes one 
of the hardest problems he has 





to face during the winter 
months. In years past, as 
many as six times during a 


winter when heavy snows cov- 
ered the mountainsides, he has 
had to organize searching par- 
ties for lost hikers and fool- 
hardy adventurers who be- 
lieved they could make the 
top of Mount Baldy but meet 
with some aecident on the 
dangerous trail or else loose 
their way. 

He tells many stories of 
thrilling experiences searching 
for lost or injured hikers in 
the midst of blizzards that en- 
dangered the lives of the 
searchers. ‘‘The biggest cause 
for worry for the rangers and 


canyon deputies,’’ he says, 
are the young chaps from 
valley towns or from Los An- 
geles who, not realizing the 
dangers of the Baldy trail in 
winter, essay the attempt to 


make the top, and either slip 
off the Devil’s Back Bone or 
else become exhausted.’’ On 
one occasion Mr. Chapman dis- 
covered a young man who had 
slipped off the Backbone and 
had slid into the canyon sev- 
eral hundred feet below. Only 
afier a long tedious ladder- 
like descent into the canyon 
with the aid of ropes, was the 
injured fellow saved from cer- 
tain freezing,

of the snows no accidents of 
any importanee have been re- 
ported in either the San An- 


fall, which is unusual, accord- 
ing to Mr, Chapman, who has 
been in the San Antonio eoun- 
try for over fifteen years.

CITRUS GROWERS 
GIVEN BIG BOOST 


Citrus growers of California 
got another boost from the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission when 
it ordered suspended operation of 
increased rate schedules on cit- 
rus fruits to the east, according 
to news dispatches from Wash- 
ington yesterday. 

Great Aid to Growers 

The new rates, which were to 
have gone into effect today, were 
suspended until August 8. 

According to C. O. Cornwell, 
traffic manager for the California 
Fruit Growers’ Exchange, the or- 
der of the commission will bring 
a great saving to the citrus grow- 
ers. 

Under the proposed = schedule 
the citrus shippers would be re- 
quired to pay a rate of $1.73 per 
hundred on oranges shipped east 
to or through Atlanta. From 
there on an additional charge of 
82 cents would be tacked on. 

Ask Cancellation Suspension 


The growers asked the commis- 
sion to suspend cancellation of 
the $1.73 rate, which would have 
made the change $2.55 through 
Atlanta. The order of the com- 
mission, entered yesterday, leaves 
the rate at $1.73. At the present 
time the growers are conducting 
negotiations to get a $1.55 rate 
over the southeastern roads. This 
rate now is in effect over roads

River.

CAUSE TROUBLE 


Although the majority of motor 
vehicle accidents are caused by 
failure to signal properly, drivers 
are becoming more careless than 
ever, according to reports made to 
the Automobile Club of Southern 
California. This costly negligence 
is becoming more marked in spite 
of repeated warning on the part 
of authorities and the fact that 
a motorist failing to signal prop- 
erly on turning is culpable in case 
of accigent. 

One report made to the auto | 
club extended over four years of 
checking cars turning at promin- 
ent corners in Southern California. 
During the year 1920 one in every | 
12 drivers failed to signal prop- 
erly. These derilections have 
grown more common until at the 
present the check shows that one 
driver in five is guilty of this/| 
breach of law. 








No particular class of drivers is| 
named. Limousines are equally | 
guilty with flivvers, and male and 
female display similar disregard 
for safety. It has been suggested 
that unless all drivers make prop- 
er signals, a drastic campaign be 
instituted to enforce this necessary 
regulation to safe driving.

MEASURES TAKEN 
TO CONTROL FOOT 
AND MOUTH 
DISEASE 


What it is, what it means to the 
State and to Southern California 
and what we are doing to save 
the State of California and San 
Bernardino County from its rav- 
ages not only in the threatened 
decimation of our herds but the 
threatened general economic stag- 
nation. 





The disease is known as aph- 
thous fever; is an acute, highly 
communicable disease chiefly con- 
fined to cloven foot animals. All 
animals, however, as well as man, 


birds, vehicles and products are 
carriers of this disease and have 
contributed more in its spread 
than the diseased animals them- 
selves. All animal products or by- 
products such as milk, fertilizer 
and food refuse from diseased 
areas transmit the disease to other 
animals. It can be readily seen, 
therefore, that in order to check 
the spread of this disease the 
strictest measures must be em- 
ployed. The destruction of the 
animals infected is only one step. 

Quarantine against every poss- 
ible source of infection must be 


maintained, and disinfection and 
sterilization of all infected areas 
prosecuted. 


While we are dealing with some- 
thing totally new to us in Cali- 
fornia, this being our first visita- 
tion of this plague, we have the 
long history of one of the fiercest 
struggles against a decimating 
cattle disease carried on in Europe 
since 1888. It is therefore not 
new to us in knowledge or apprec- 
iation of costs. Italy, France, 
Switzerland, Belgium and the Neth- 
erlands and Russia have from time 
to time had their herds decimated 
to a point of almost extinction and 
at an expense not confined to the 
actual loss in livestock but run- 
ning into countless billions due to 
efforts in eradication and direct 
economic loss through embargoes 
laid against them by other nations. 
Germany, to whom we have been 
taught to look as the foremost 
scientific nation of the world, from 
1888 to 1911 was subjected to re- 
peated attacks of this dread dis- 
ease and the only scientific ad- 
vancement made in its care and 
control was a discovery that im- 
munity was, if at all, of so short 


duration as to constitute no se 
curity. 

England experienced an_ out- 
break in 1910 which continued in- 
termittently until 1916. The Brit- 
ish Isles are still fighting it at 
an expense of a million of pounds 
annually, their last appropriation 
for the control and eradication of 
this disease in 1923 being three 
million pounds, or $15,000,000. In 
1922 they had 1140 outbreaks and 
5,565 animals were destroyed. In 
1923, 99 outbreaks and 7,032 anim- 
als destroyed. Great Britain is 
still under quarantine, and sur- 
rounding nations have raised strict 
embargoes against her livestock 
and agricultural industries. 

With us in the United States our 
earliest outbreak occurred in 1860 
being followed in 1880, 1884, 1902, 
1908 and 1914; the latter not being 
eradicated until 1916, spread into 
22 states and the District of Co- 
lumbia. . In round figures the total 
number of animals slaughtered in 
the outbreak was 152,000, compris- 
ing 17,000 cattle, 85,000 swine and 
10,000 sheep, 133 goats and 9 deer. 
The appraised value of these ani- 
mals was $5,860,000. The entife 
cost of eradicating the outbreak 
was about $9,000,000, which value 
is insignificant compared to the 
economic loss to commerce. The 
port of Boston was closed for 
seven months, the State of Illinois 
was under strict quarantine for 18 
months, and Ohio and Michigan 
for an equal length of time. The 
estimate on agricultural products 
in these three states has been 
varicusly placed from $60,000,000 
to $100,0000,000. 

The great emergency which con- 
fronts us here in California is not 
a question of public health being 
endangered; it is not a question 
of our livestock men suffering a 
financial loss—it is the great ques- 
tion of stagnation of our whole 
business and economic prosperity 
here in Southern California that 
we have most to fear. 


The disease is seldom commun- 
icated to the human race, and un- 
der the present inspection of our 
meat and milk supply (which is 
triple that of ordinary times)be- 
ing under federal, state and city 
supervision) we can feel just as 
safe in continuing to eat meat or 
drink milk as we can to use any 
other food products. 

The livestock owners whose ani- 
mals will be killed, will be repaid 
by the federal and state govern- 
ments for their loss in a larger 
measure, but who is to repay the 
shippers of fruits, our furniture, 
hardware or any other of our 
manufactured products or the 
manufacturer himself whose ship- 
ment has been turned back be- 
cause some other state has placed 
an embargo against receiving our 
products during the prevalance of 
this dread disease. 

It might be in keeping here to

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state that California is totally sur- 
rounded by great agricultural and 
animal industry states, the safety 
and protection of which are as 
sacred and necessary to California 
as the district within our own 
political boundaries, since they to 
the greater part furnish the food 
supply of Southern California. It 
will be impossible for us to ask or 
they to promote any lessening in 
the rigor of the quarantine  en- 
forcements until we ourselves are 
clean and they in turn are made 
to realize that we are no longer 
@ source of contamination. 
can we bring this about? Only 
through the full acceptance of our 
full responsibility, which extends 
from federal, state, county and 
city governments to every manu- 
factory, industry and commercial 
enterprise within our country as 
well as to each individual citizen 
and the stranger who is within 
our gates. 

Can we accomplish this object 
and once more start the wheels of 
this great billion dollar machine 
which through years of persever- 
ance and hard work and the ex- 
penditure of millions of dollars we 
have erected? 

The federal government has com- 
mitted to its care those questions 
of national and interstate signifi- 
cance; the state those questions of 
intercounty consequence, and our 
county and city governments have 
full jurisdiction over unincorporat- 
ed and incorporated districts, re- 
spectively. Ordinances have been 
enacted and quarantine measures 
taken which are deemed neces- 
sary to meet the emergency and 
combat the disease at the earliest 
possible moment. These organiza- 
tions are working in total harmony 
and the ordinances are without 
conflict or confusion. It is, there- 
fore, a simple matter for the citi- 
zen to do his duty, which may be 
summed up in five words, “strict 
obedience to all laws,” with a full 
understanding of the possibilities 
of contamination and_ infection, 
each of the inhibitions placed up- 
on the citizen can easily be accept- 
ed by him as necessary measures 
in the re-establishment of the func- 
tions of business which mean his 
individual prosperity. 

Unfortunately, it would seem the 
great majority of the inhabitants 
do not think and it thus entails up- 
on the citizens the necessity of 
the establishment and maintain- 
ance of a great force of constabu- 


lary to protect the individual 
against himself. 
It is not lawful to enter upon 


private property or public domain 
either in the pursuit of business or 
pleasure without special permit. It 
is not lawful to permit animal pets 
to either run at large or be car- 
ried around the streets or country 
roads. It is not lawful for busi- 
nesses to enter into infected areas 
or areas under quarantine to col- 
lect or distribute merchandise ex- 
cept under permit or the farmer 
to move his wares from his farm 
except through well-defined 
nues established by law. 

The restrictions are not 
upon you, Mr. Citizen, in order to 
increase your discomfort, but to 
eliminate your becoming a_ public 
nuisance through the spreading to 
clean areas of an infection which 
hourly cost the state thousands of 
dollars—a loss which can only be 
brought to an end through the 
limiting of an area of infection 
and the final eradication of the in 
fection. 

To protect district against dis 
trict travel should be brought to 
the minimum of necessity. To pro- 
tect our great state against the 
annihilation of its stock industry 
and the surrounding states fron 
being likewise destroyed we must 
protect the wild game in our moun- 
tains against contamination from 
our infected areas—and to do this 
it may be necessary to close our 
national forests and our national 
parks against the pleasure seek- 
er. It would seem that once 
citizenry understood this matter 
they would rise to a man not only 
in obedience to the law, but each 
constitute himself an officer in its 
enforcement.
